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Mystery of the missing author 


THE telephone ca]! was-from Tokyo and had already 

lasted nearly an hour. It was to be the first of 
my three trans-Asian conversations. The voice at the 
other end was beginning to sound impatient. “How 
can you continue to deny it? Our evidence proves 
you wrote the Japanese best-seller, ‘The Japanese 
and the Jews.’ We are convinced you are the author 
who signed himself ‘Isaiah Ben Dassan.’” 

The duration of the conversation thus far surely 
was a fair measure of the other party's conviction 
that I was indeed the autho who has successfully 
eoncealed his identity for over a year, During this 
time, his book has climbed to the top of Japan's 
best-seller list. Since May 1970, the date of the first 
edition, it has gone βηναν more than 20 printings 
and last April, it captured a prestigious non-fiction 
award. When a proxy came to accept the prize and 
deftly parried journalists’ queries about the author's 
whereabouts, the Japanese public’s curiosity swirled 
up to a new peak. 


The party in Tokyo was Mr. T, a representative 
of a mass circulation weekly magazine whose name 
translates as the “Weekly Post." Ho had finally 
tracked me down, he declared with great solemnity, 
and the story he told, shorn of the repetitions of a 
leisurely international phone call that I relished since 
I was not paying for it, was as follows: 


Thorough inquiry 


We (the “Weekly ae are certain that Isaiuh 
Ben Dassanisreally you. The author of the book 
is someone with a deep knowledge of Japanese life, 
the Japanese classics and modern Japanese history. 
Ben Dassan says he is a Jew born and educated in 
Japan, For many months we have been searching 
for him. Everyone In Japan wants to meet Lim. Who 
is this foreigner with such Insight into Japan? At 
last we know. We have collected evidence that proves 
you are Ben Dassan, (‘What evidence?” I asked with 
some hesitation. Mr. T’s reply showed the “Weekly 
Post” had been energetic and thorough.) 

We have examples of your handwriting. In 1964, 
you ordered books from Dealer M in Tokyo, didn't 
you? (Mr. T carefully realted a list of titles in 
Japanese literature and history that I had indeed 
ordered.) You realize ordinary Japanese people don't 
read such books. They're too difficult. We also received 
your photograph from Rabbi K in Tokyo, who got it 
from Mr. and Mrs, Fujinomiya. (The Fojinoniyas 
were in: Israel after the Six Day War. Prosident 
Shazar had been pleased to receive them, 
T had acted as his interpreter.) 


and 
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We showed the photograph and examples of your 
handwriting to the publisher of Ben Dassan's hook, 
Mr. Yamamoto. Mr. Yamamoto is the only one who 
has ever seen Ben Dassan and do you know what he 
told us? That there is an unusual resemblance be- 
tween you and Ben Dassan, and your handwritting is 
also remarkably fike his. What do you say ito that? 

“Did Mr. Yamamoto reaily tell you say ajl that? All 
I ean say is it's a coincidence. I'm not Ben Dassan.” 

But how can you deny it? It can't be only a 
coincidence. We have other proof. You studied at 
Tokyo University, didn’t you? You know Prof, I on 
the faculty there, don’t you? You also know Mr. G 
(a Japanese historian of Jewish history) and Mr. 
5 (another Japanese interested in Jewish subjects), 
don’t you? ell, they all said you have enough 
knowledge to have written the book. 

(Since these Japanese journalists had uncovered 80 
much about me, what else might they know? My 
conviction that a foreigner could circulate almost 
incognito among Tokyo's 11 million population was 
shattered utterly. Mr. T released a few more shots to 
breach the wall of my denials.) He told me where 1 
had lived in Tokyo in the early ’60s and the name of 
my landlord. A noose of evidence was tightening. 
"And you were in military intelligence, weren't you, 
during the war against Jaran? So was Ben Dasgan. 
And he returned to Japan in 1945, just like you did. 
Right? How can you go on denying you wrote it? 

fired back some observations about discrepan- 
cles in Mr, T's case, but they hardly bruised his 
convictions, After a few more probes, he asked whe- 
ther he might be so bold as to call once again, At 
ten the next morning, he was back on the line from 
Tokyo. “After yesterday's talk, we are really con- 
vince you are Ken Dassan. So, we want to rake you 
an offer. We are prepared to sponsor your trip to 
Japan, round-trip, all expenses paid for ten days. We 
would like to talk to you more and get your interest- 
ing opinions about the Japanese.

rT. T was pulling hia line in fast and wouldn't 
let me off the hook, I asked for some time to think 
about his suggestion. “Sure, everything will be put 
into writing,” he i pronase and brought the conversa- 
tion to a finish. Five days later, came the lague of the 
“Weekly Post” with the story of thelr unbelievable 
find, written and printed the night of our chat. His 
letter came, too, and following it, letters from excited 
friends who had seen the adyertisements with my 
name in the press and the underground. I still refuse 
to admit I’m the author, but Mr. T won't be cheated 
of his precious haul. Last week there was another 
hour-long telephone call from ‘Tokyo.

The struggle for Zion 


TTITUDES in the Western de 

mocracies to the systemade 
murder of Huropean Jewry during 
World War II were at least to 
some extent ambivalent. And while 
the sources and precise nature of 
this ambivalence are open to ἃ va- 
riety of interpretations, it had some 
fatal Impact on policy. On the one 
hand, nothing concrete was done 
to impede the progress of the Final 
Solution within Hurope. As Dilezer 
Liivneh has recently reminded us, 
there is no evidence that the plea 
that the Allled refusal to bomn the 
death camps or the railroads lead- 
Ing to them was based on strictly 
military grounds was more than a 
lie. On the other hand, there was 
never any real relaxation of that 
steady resistance to the migration 
of Jews out of Europe which was 
the hallmark of British and Amer- 
ican poHcy on the subject in the 
1930s. The British Government 
never flinched in ita determination 
to stick to the limit on immigra- 
tion into Hretz Yisrael set by the 
White Paper of 1989. The U.S. Ad- 
ministration, in its continuing zeal 
to maintain the ethnic composition 
of the U.S. unchanged, did what it 
could both to stop information rbeut 
the Final Solution from being trana- 
mitted to the U.S. and to atifle, 
so far as possible, the resultlag 
outcry among American Jews when 
such reports did reach them and 
had thelr slow, but Inevitable ef- 
fect. 


’ General horror 


A cardinal tenet of the official 
position of both the British and 
the ‘Americans was that although 
the Jews were undoubtedly having 
a hard time, thelr problem was not 
specific to them, but part of the 
general horror which clouded Wu- 
rope, As late aa the Spring of 
1943, at the Bermuda Conference 
at a time when the operation at 
Treblinka was going full blast, it 
was solemnly and unashamedly laid 
down that the problem to be coped 
with in practice was one of “po- 
litical refugees... not confined to 
persons of δὴν particular rata or 
creed.” In fact, It was not until 
January, 1944, when the -pent-up 
anger: of those who knew the 
truth could be damimed up no lotig- 
er, that ‘a reluctant Roosevelt set 
up the War Refugee Board, And 
even then it was possible for the 
American Ambassador at the key 
post of Madnid to refuse to have 8 
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War Refugee Board representative 
attached to his embassy. 

Still, in retrospect, the beginning 
of 1944 can be seen 85 a turing 
point, at any rate on the American 
side, (The British, as we all know, 
remained adamant to the end.) And 
with Washington's formal (If !ndi- 
rect) recognition of the Immenalty 
and specificity of tha problam of 
the Jews of Europe came an ever 
more visible change in the posture 
of mainstream leaders of ‘American 
Jewry on the twin issues connected 
with that problem: Jewish refugess 
and Palestine-Iarael, It hegan to he 
politically possible for them to 
press the U.S. Government to adopt 
pro-Jewish policies, And it began 
to be somewhat less than tegiti- 
mate for the anti-Zlonists to press 
in the opposite direction and for 
the uncommitted to fall to sup-, 
port the major Jewish causes on 
the grounds, for example, that they 
had an overriding duty as Amer- 
jean citizens to support overall 
American causes as defined by the 
authorities In Washington. 


House hearings ~ 


At this point (February, 1814) the 
Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
House of Representatives held a se- 
ries of hearings on a draft Resolu- 
tlon containing the following ope- 
rative clause: : 

Resolved, That the United States 

shall use ta good offices and 


take appropriate measures to the 
end thet the doors of Palestine 
shall be opened for free entry of 
Jews into that country, and that 
there shal be full opportunity 
for colonization, so that the Jew- 
ish peopla may ultimately recon- 
atitute Palestine as a free and 
democratic Commonwealth, 


‘Nothing ever came of the pro- 
posal because Secretary of War Hen- 
ry Stimson killed it within weeks 
by informing the Chairman of the 
Committee (Sol Bloom, himself a 
Jew, and a belated and uncertain 
recruit to the Zionist cause), that 
“further action on them at this 
time would be prejudicial to the 
successful prosecution of the war.” 
But for four solld days a steady 
stream of witnesses for and against 
the proposition appeared before the 
Committee and their .evidence, as 
taken down and published In the 
traditionally dead-pan style of the 
U.S. Government Printing Office, 
added up to a remarkshle sympo- 
slum on the Zlonlst programme and 
a historically important reflection 
of the still painful efforts of the 
American Jewish community to de- 
fine ita attitudes to it, These offi- 
elal minutes have now been repub- 
lished within hard covers by Ktav 
of New York, a ploneer in the 
field of reprints of Jewish interest.

VYATAR Friesel has written 

the first serlous history of 
the American Zlonist movement. 
The book covers the first 17 
years of the Zionist organiza- 
tion, concentrating on the Fe- 
deration of American Zloniats — 
F.A.Z. (the precursor of the 
Zlonist Organization of America 
— Z.O.A.) One hopes for fur- 
ther volumes which will carry 
the history forward, especially 
since American Zionism assum- 
ed a major role ia the Interna- 
tlonal movement only after 1914, 

Friesel divides his history Into 
“three periods, in each of which 
a different group of leaders 
stood at the helm of the F.A.Z. 
In the Richard Gotthell-Jacob 
de Haas period (1898-1804), po- 
litical Zionlsm reigned, and the 
movement, at least at the out- 
set, showed promise of becom- 
ing a major .organization in 
Jewish life, and some leading 
figures In American Jewlsh life 
were attracted to Zionism.
